Governor and Lieutenant 
Governor Are Alleged to 
Have Juggled the State 
Funds for Private Gain. 


ACCUSED ARE UNDER 
BONDS OF $50,000 


Return of Indictments Is 
Climax to Bitter Feud 
Between Opposing Polit- 
ical Interests. 


Springfield, Ill., July 20.—Illinots 
Was shaken Wednesday night with 
the greatest political scandal in the 


history of the state. 
Two of its highest state officers 


and a leading banker and politi-

cian stood accused and indicted on 
charges of conspiracy, embezzling 
and misuse of state funds, running 
into millions of dollars. 

Governor Len Small, Lieutenant 
Governor Fred Sterling and Vernon 
Curtis, a banker of Kankakee, the 
governer’s Home town, were alleged 
to have juggled the etate money for 
thelr own private gain, in the 
charges made by the Sangamon 
county grand jury after a two 
weeks’ investigation. 

Arrangements were made for the 
executive officers and the banker 
to surrender themselves and place 
a $50,000 bond guaranteeing their 
appearance at trial when their | 
cases are called. ‘The accused men | 
will demand an immediate trial, 
according to their friende. 

- Olfmax of Bitter Feud. 

Return of the indictments brought 
the climax in the bitterest polit- 
ical feud in the state’s history. The 
investigation was pushed by offi- 
ciala elected on the republican tick- 
et, but memberg of the political fac- 
tion in the party opposed to Gov- 
ernor Small. Small is an adherent 
of the faction headed by William 
Hale Thompson, while Attorney- 
General Edward Brundage, who had 
the probe in charge, was connect- 
ed with the London wing of the 
party. 

The grand jury report told of al- 
leged irregularities which astound- 
ed even those who had been in 
close touch with the investigation 
proceedings. 

The charges were based on han- 
ding of state funds by Small and 
Sterlng when they occupied the of- 
fice of state treasurer. 

An “ingenious” scheme was de- 
vised and closely adhered to by 
Small, Sterling and Curtis to oir- 
cumvent the state law which re- 
quires the estate treasurer to de- 
posit public money in his care in 
banks which are secure and where 
the highest rate of interest could 
be obtained, the grand jury de- 
clared. 

Two Sets of Books Kept. 

The report told of the keeping 
of two sets of books, starting with 
the regime of Small as treasurer. 
One fund was denominated as the 
“vault fund” and the other as the 
“safe fund,” the grand jury stated.

Then he was arrested on a 
charge of carrying a concealed 
weapon, and it was while he was 
in custody last night that he was 
taken by the second party of mask- 
ers. 


BRITISH PROPOSAL 
FOR TRISH PEACE 
10 GO OUT TODAY 


Plan, Perfected, Laid Be- 
fore King George by the 
Premier Before Being 
Given De Valera. 


London, July 20.—(By the Asso- 
clated Prees.)—The British cabinet 
sat for two hours and a half this 
evening considering the Irish plans, 
after which Premier Lloyd-George 
went to Buckingham palace and 
laid before the king the proposals 
for submission to Eamonn de Va- 
lera,. the Irish republican leader, 
at tomorrow's conference. 

The prime minister presidéd at | 
the cabinet council, which was held 
in the house of commons, and out- 
lined the history of recent events 
and the premier’s new offer to Ire- 
land, which is described as heing 
drawn on generous lines. — 

It is understood the financial ar- 
rangements in the new offer have 
given considerable trouble to the 
ministers, but eventually, after con- 
sulting with Sir Robert Stevenson 
Horne, chancellor of the exchequer, 
and the treasury officials, the vari- 
ous provisions were agreed to. It 
is also understood that the general 
lines of the premier’s offer have 
the approval of Austen Chamber- 
lain, the government leader in the 
house of commons; Sir Robert 
Horne, Sir Laming Worthington 
Evane, secretary of war, and other 
ministers, and that probably, with 
gome modifications, the entire cab- 
inet will assent to the proposals, 
which will be reduced to writing 
for presentation to Mr. de Valera. 

Whether Mr. Lloyd-George has 
succeeded in overcoming the reluct- 
ance of Sir James Craig, the Ulster 
premier, to join in a tripartite con- 
ference, is not known, but en an- 
nouncement that Sir James is com- 
ing to London again probably next 
week, ie considered a favorable 
omen, and in any case no hint of 
a breakdown in the negotiations is 
apparent. These, however, may be 
more protracted than had been gen- 
erally expected. General Jan Chris- 
tain Smuts, premier of South Afri- 
oa, is holding himself in readinees 
to go to Ireland again, if needed. 


Mr. de Valera gave a reception 
tonight, which wae attended by 
members and executives of the vari- 
ous Irish organizations in Great

Miss A. B. Feeback Is 
Appointed Grady Super- 
intendent to Succeed 
Miss Lillian O. Nelson. 


NURSES MAKE ATTACK 
ON STEVE JOHNSTON 


Superintendent Says He 


Will Not Comment on 
Matter Unless Formal] 
Charges Are Made. 


In the absence of formal charges 
of mismanagement and acting on 
the recommendation of the medica] 
board of Grady hospital, city coun- 
cil’s committee om hospitals and 
charities, in sesgion Wednesday 
afternoon, accepted the resignation 
of Miss Lillian O. Nelson, superin- 
tendent of nurses at Grady, which 
had been requested by the medical 
board. 

Members of the committee ex- 
plained that in view of the fact that 


}no formal charges against Superin- 


tendent Steve R. Johnson had been 
preferred and that the only notice 
of friction in administration of the 
hospital had come to their atten- 
tion through the newspapers, they 
considered it inexpedient for them 
to do more than give the customary 
approval to recommendations of the 
medical board. 

Superintendent Johnston stated 
after the meeting of the board that 


bhe had nothing to gay with refer- 


ence te the matter until formal #ons 
plaint is lodged against him. 

Miss A. B. Feeback, for seven 
years prior to the war superintend- 
ent of nurses at Grady, was named 
Miss Nelson's successor. Mr. John- 
ston and Alderman Dave Wilder, 
chairman of the council committee, 
gave as the reason for Miss Nelson’s 
practica] dismissal that she was not 
sufficiently experienced to handle 
the work which would be required 
of her after Grady hospital had 
finally taken over the Emory unit 
across Butler street from the pres- 
ent hospital, This addition will in- 
crease the capacity of the hospital 
by 160 beds and the authorities de- 
clare that a superintendent of wider 
experience will be required for its 
administration. 

Martin’s Position. 

Counciiman Al Martin, a member 
of the hospitals and charities com- 
mittee, voted to adopt the recom- 
mendation of the hospital medical 
board, to accept Miss Nelson's resig- 
nation, but said that he did it only 
because it was customary. He said 
that he knew nothing of the facts 
and did not know exactly why the 
resignation was requested.

CONVICTS CHARGE 
THEY ARE TREATED 
WORSE THAN DOGS 


Birmingham, Ale., July 20.—Solic- 
itor Joseph R. Tate announced to- 
day following a complaint received 
from state convicts at Rosedale, 
that they were “being treated 
worse than dogs,” that he would at 
once institute a righ hivestiga- 
tion. 

The convicts complained that they 
were frequently assaulted by guards 
without provocation, and forbidden 
to ehow their wounds to camp doc- 
tors. 

The complaint which was filed in 
writing, adds: 

“The guards cock their guns at 
us, threaten our lives and hit us 
with their pistols.” 

The convicts charge thet they are 
not sufficiently fed and that they 
are “at the mercy of flunkeys of 
the camp.”

Jules Felton, of Monte- 
zuma, Declares Georgia 
Is Opposed to Addition 
of Counties. 


Adverse report on the proposed 
constitutional amendment to create 
the new county of Peach; an un- 
favorable report on a measure de-| 
signed to abolish the office of spe- 
cial attorney to the railroad com- 
migsion: a recommendation that a 
measure giving the Stone Mountain 
circuit two ju@ges be’ passed; and 
consideration of taxes -placed on 
items in the general tax bill, weze| 
the chief features of Royse ‘cop;-7 
mittee meetings Wednesday’ after- 
noon. 

With practically every one of the 
seats occupied, the hearing on the 
Peach county proposal was held in 
the house chamber by the commit- 
tee on constitutional amendments. 
The sensation of the session came 
when Jule Felton, of Montezuma, 
in speaking in opposition to recom- 
mendation of the amendment, de- 
clared corrupt influences had been 
used in the creation of new coun- 
ties. 

“The statesmanship of Georgia is 
opposed to further creation of new 
counties,” he asserted, “and it is 
time to stop such actions. It has 
been commonly reported that in the 
creation of new counties, notably 
Lamar, large sums of money have 
been expended to influence legisla- 
tion. These reports were spread 
until they became a state-wide scan- 
dal. 

New County Organization. 

‘Tt has also been reported that 
there is a new county organization 
in existence in Atlanta and is still 
engaged in its work. If I were a 
member of this committee, I would 
give a favorable recommendation to 
no bill when outside jnfluence is 
brought to bear wpon the legisla- 
tors.” he continued. 

“This amendment was passed 
through the senate without a hear- 
ing despite the fact millions of dol- 
lars in. property and hundreds of 
people were involved,” he concluded. 

Representatives Emmett Houser 
and Layton Sheppard, Louis W. 
Brown and Professor Ralph Newton 
made strong appeals to the commit- 
tee to recommend passage of the 
measure, while Sam Nunn, Rev. Gra- 


ham -Forester and John B. Guerry 
appeared in opposition. 

. The hearing on the amendment, 
which was designed to take a large 
section from Houston county and 
a small part of Maeon county in 
creating Peach, continued until 6 
o'clock.

Senator Brown Says He 
Did Not Appear Because 
the Committee Did Not 
Have Sufficient Power. 


In view of the fact that Senator

to appear before the senate com- 
mittee on agriculture Wednesday 
afternoon to press and substantiate 
the charges he has made on the 
floor of the senate and in resolution 
against Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture J. J. Brown, the committee 
recommended that no further action 
be taken by the senate on the reso- 
lution of Senator Brown to investi- 
gate the office of the commissioner 
of agriculture., This report will be 
submitted to the senate’ Thursday 
morning.

Walts for Senator, 

The committee waited about a 
half hour for Senator Brown, but 
when he failed to appear took the 
action of recommending that no ac- 
tion be taken on his investigating 
resolution. 

Senator Brown, in his resolution, 
in a letter to the governor and upon 
the floor of the senate, has made 
many’ charges of irregularity in the 
conduct of the office of the commis- 
sioner of agriculture. He stated 
that he was ready to substantiate 
his charges with proof at any time. 

When asked why he did not show 
up by a Constitution reporter, Sena- 
tor Brown declared that as the agri- 
cultural committee was given no 
authority to summon nor pay ex- 
penses of witnesses nor to employ an 
auditor to examine the records of 
ethe agricultural department, he was 
not in a position to present his 
charges and substantiate them, 

When the committe had taken its 
action of recommending that no 
further action be taken on the res- 
olution Commissioner J. J. Brown 
thanked them for their action which 
he declared would clear his name 
of any charges made against him. 
He denied the truth of the charges 
of misconduct in the management 
of his office that Senator Brown 
has made against him and declared 
that he coul@li have proven all of 
them false.

IN UPPER SILESIA 
BEING SUGGESTED 


Trouble in the Plebiscite 
Area May Threaten 


Open Hostilities, Say 


Latest Reports. 


ALLIED OFFICERS 
ASK MORE TROOPS 


Demand for Reinforce- 
ments Follows French 
Note Saying Additional 
Force Unnecessary. 


London, July 20.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—It was etated in au- 
thoritative circles today that in- 
formal suggestions have been made 
for American intervention In the 
upper Silesian trouble, which (tt 
is feared will threaten open hos- 
tilities. 

DEMAND TROOP 
REINFORCEMENTS. 


Paris, July 20.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—The British, Italian 
and French commissioners in upper 
Silesia have sent {n a report in 
which they jointly demand that re- 
inforcementa be sent to the allied 
troops of occupation, it was an- 
nounced here this afternoon. 

This recommendation came al- 
most simultaneously with the re- 
ceipt of a note by the French ‘for- 
eign office from the British gov- | 
ernment in which Great Britain in- 


wert: 

sia. The note wae in reply to the 
recemt communication in which the 
French government notified Great 
Britain that reinforcements for the 
allied troops of occupation were 
needed urgently in order to make 
sure that the troops were not dia- 
turbed and to insure respect for 
the decisions of the allies under 
the treaty of Versailles. 

The British note reiterated the 
demand of that government for the 
early convening of the allied su- 
preme council. In view of the in- 
sistence of the British prime min- 
ister, Mr. Lioyd-George, it is prob- 
able that Premier Briand will dgree 
to a meeting of the council in the 
neighborhood of July 27, probably 
in Boulogne. Becauge of the re- 
port of the commissioners in upper 
Silesia respecting the need for more 
troops there, - however, it is regard- 
ed improbable that M. Briand will 
yield on that question. If Great 
Britain refuses to join, France 
probably will send troops independ- 
ently. . 

M. Briand has not yet replied to 
the British note and it is likely 
will make known his final decision 
regarding the convening of the su- 
preme council this afternoon. 

The council, besides dealing with 
the Silesian question, probably will 
be occupied principally with the 
question of maintaining the penal- 
tles against Germany, continued oc- 
cupation of Duesseldorf, Duisburg 
and Ruhrort and a few details con- 
cerning execution of the Versailles 
treaty. J 


Mutilated Bodies 
Of Mardered Pair 
FoundbyHunters 


Jonesboro, Ark., July 20.—With 
the head of one completely severed 
and that of the other almost cut 
off, the bodies of an unidentified 
woman and a girl about 11 years old 
were found by hunters late today on 
the banks of a bayou about eight 
miles east of here. The woman’s 
head was partially severed, and the 
arms were tied to a tree with a 
piece of wiré. The child’s head was 
cut completely off and was found 
some distance from the body. Both 
bodies were nude, their clothing 
having been torn off in the struggle 
which evidently preceded their 
murder. 

For some distance about where 
the bodies were found, the under- 
brush was blood-stained and 
trampled down, showing that the 
two had made a hard fight for their 
lives.» Several knife wounds were 
found on the woman's body. Nearby 
were found two rifled. pocketbooks, 
some letters which had been torn 
into smal) bits and a receipt for a 
postoffice money order issued at 
Paragould, Ark. Scraps of clothing

Mrs. Paul H. Gilbert, member 
from the city at large on the com- 
mittee, declared that she did not 
believe in “these 99-year jobs,” and 
Committeaman Paul Lancaster, of 
the fourth ward, asserted that he bre- 
lieved the people, and notthe police 
commissioners, ought to elsct the 
police chief. . 


Action by Ivey.

The primary date was fixed as 
Augugt 31 after Mayor Key ap- 
peared before the committee and 
Suggested an early date in order 
that the referendum to increaw#s2 the 
ad valorem tax rate to $1.50 might 
be voted on at the same election, 
in the event the measur2 is passed 
by the Georgia senate, where it is 
now pending. It has already pass- 
ed the house.

Speech by Hardtner. 

President Hardtner’s epeech, which 
featured Wednesday's eeasion, fol- 
lows in part: 

“The proper management of forest 
lands will aseure us of a perpetual 
crop of timber, while a continuation 
of present methods of harvesting 
lumber will result in the total ex- 


haustion of a great resource, The 
rapid removal of pine foreste in the 
south has left us millions of acres 
of unproductive, barren lands, which 
might be put to_use to grow more 
forests. The natural growth of tim- 
ber on such land is rapid. This 
growth will produce yields of from 
200 to 500 feet board measure per 
acre annually with proper protec- 
tion. Crops of trees of proper sizes 


can be grown in from twenty to 


thirty-five years. 

“But unless our people desire this 
resuit, recognize both its possibili- 
ty and necessity, and are willing to 
give whole-hearted support to a 
policy of forest conservation, the 
future growth of timber on these 
jands will be largely destroyed 
through carelessness. 

Consume Much Timber. 

“Texas and Georgia now consume 
more fumber than they produce. 
Within a short time other southern 
states will join the importing class, 
With millions of acres of cut- ge 
landg lying idle, do you thing 
should be necessary to send to the 
middie west and cific coast for 
lumber? Iam glad to gay that most 
of the southern states are taking 
steps to remedy their forestry dif- 
a and to restore waste forest 
lands. 

“Landowners who really desired 
to regenerate forests have met with 
two obstacles, taxes and fire. 
they succeeded in preventing fires, 
and secured a good stand of timber, 
they were overcome by the greatest 
enemy of ail, taxation. 

“All students of forestry are 
agreed that the value of timber 
should be separated from the land 
for pur of taxation, and that 
the ~~ ér should be taxed in the 
form of a products tax when cut, in 
lieu ef ennual taxes,_and this ap- 
Pees épecifically to, new forests, 

practice of growing timber in 
any country cannot be expected as 
long @s our present « anet of taxa- 
tion contintves sound system 
of forest taxation,. especially on new 
forests, must be a tax levied on the 
yield of timber at the time of cut- 
ting.

“Food Is Terrible.” 

“The food has been terrible, both 
for patients and nurses,” declared 
Miss Cheshire, “and the superin- 
tendent has refused to do anything 
about it. On Monday, for instance, 
enough food for only nine patients 
was sent to the second floor, where 
we had thirty-six patients to feed. 
When we complained, we got nei- 
ther food nor explanation. The 
steward has insulted nurses time 
and again when they made com- 
plaints, and Mr. Johnston has re- 
fused to say anything to the etew- 
ard. Once he told a nurse if she 
didn’t get out of the kitchen, where 
she had gone to complain about 
the poor food sent patients, he 
would kick her out. 

“The steady diet for nurses has 
been boiled potatoes without any 
seasoning. The internes have fared 
as badly. Only eteady loyalty to 
the training school and the hos- 
pital has kept us here, and now 
we can’t stand it any longer. I 
wouldn't be surprised to see the 
staff of doctors and nurses walk 
out, if it wasn’t for their feeling 
for the poor pafients,” 

Charges Against Johnston. 

Miss, Cheshire says that on one 
occasion, Mr. Johnson asked-for the 
resignation of three graduate nurses 
to cut’ expenses and that shortly. 
after he increased the salaries of an 
éngineer and a bookkeeper. She fur- 
ther charged that the nurses were 
given but one day’s notice, while an- 
other employee, discharged because 
of questionable character, was 
given two weeks’. notice. The ladies’ 
abtxiliary of the hospital presented 
the institution with a blanket warm- 
er and &*pdsteurizer a vear ago, and

left in @ vacant room to .rust. while 
Spiayss suffered from cold. 

strong complaint against con- 
aitiona at the hospital. was- made 


ed, This is the way Alderman Wil- 
der, chairman of the committee, ex- 
pressed it. 

Miss Nelson steadily refused to 
comment on the situation. For a time 
there was some doubt about whether 
she had been asked to resign, or 
had offered her resignation because 
she differed with the hospital poli- 
cies. 

It. is learned on good authority 
that pledges were circulated among 
nurses and internes to the effect 
that if Miss Nelson were asked to 
resign, internes and nurses would 
walk out. It is said that all the 
nurses signed the petition presented 
them and that all the internes ex- 
cept one signed the document of- 
fered them. The sentiment Wednes- 
day night, however, indicated that 
the welfare of the hospitdl would 
prevent this action. 

Sentiment among the internes and 
nurses, however, seems ‘unanimous- 
ly with Miss Nelson, whom they De- 
lieved, mistreated in the affair. It 
is said that the standard of train- 
ing has risen greatly since her in- 
auguration as superintendent.

The bank was a fictitious one, 
kept in existence to handle the 
state loans only, the grand jury 
charged, declaring that it absolutely 
ceased to function as a bank after 
1918. The Grant Park bank was 
founded by Senator Edward Curtis, 
who died a year ago. After his 
death Vernon. Curtis, his brother, 
became head of the institution. 

“Although this bank was owned 
by one person and did not transact 
any banking business whatsoever, 
the grand jury report stated. “Yet 
it was given hugé Sums of money 
by Small and Sterling while they 
were the state treasurers.” 

Ten Millions in Bank. P 

The average deposits carried by 
this “purported bank,” according to 
the grand jurors, were $10,000,000. 

Only certificates of deposit were 
given the state in return for de- 
posits, the indictments declared. 

Money was deposited in the bank 
in $500,000 lots, without security, 
and the only security held by the 
treasurer on this huge sum were 
“paper obligations on a fictitious 
bank,” the investigators found. 

The money deposited in the bank 
was used in purchasing short-time 
notes from Swift and company and 
Armour and company, Chicago 
packers, “netting the purchasers of 
these notes large profits,” the grand 
jury found. 

Attorneys Claim Immunity. 

Attorneys for the accused offi- 
cials were understood to be prepared

District Attorney L. A. Rickard 
said that if the police failed to place 
charges against him he would have 
Randolph arrested on a charge of 
blackmail.

FOR FREE POTAS 


BY CLARK HOWELL, JR. 
Washington, July 20.—(By Con; 
stitution Leased ‘Wire.)}—Followmng 
the address of Judge W. W. Larsen 
before the house last week in which 
he severely attacked the proposed 
tariff of $50 per ton on the impor- 
tation of potash, a large number of 
southern representatives have align- 
ed themselves with Judge Larsen, 
and are determined that the meas- 
ure shall never be passed as a part 
of the Fordney bili, ven. though 
the measure escapes Amendment in 
ithe lower house, it is indicated that 
a fight will be directed against the 
potash tariff.in the senate. 

Among’ the prominent other 
southern reperesentatives taking an 
active part fighting the potash fea- 
ture of the bill are: Representative 
Wiliam 8. Stevenson, of South Car- 
olina; Schuyler O. Bland, of Virgin- 
ia, and Congressman Charles F. 
Crisp, of Georgia, the latter of 
whom in an address before the 
house today declared that the state 
of Georgia alone would lose over 
@ million dollars if the proposed 
measure prevails. Mr, Crisp fought 
the proposed tariff in the hearings 
before the committee, 

Congressman Crisp, who for thé 
past fe days has been prevented 
from taking part in the tariff dis- 
cussion on account of sickness, de- 
clared that “this bill, for the first 
time in the history of our coun- 
try, places a tariff duty on fer- 
tilizer,” and that it was an injus- 
tice to the agricultural interest of 
the worst kind. 


Fertilizer Free Before. 


@“In the Morrill bill,” he eaid, “the 
Mchinley bill, the Wilson bill, the 
Dingley bill, the Payne-Aldrich biN 
and the Underwood Dil], potash:and 
all fertilizers were on the free 
list; so it has universally been the 
policy of the republican party, as 
well as the democratic party, to 
give the farmers of the country 
tree fertilizers.” 

In the course of his remarks, 
Representtive Crisp renewed the 
charges of other democrats that the 
proposed imposition of $50 per ton 
on potash only means that repub- 
licans are taxing the southern 
farmer .some $36,000,000. In pro- 
tecting a $28,000,000 industry over 
a period of five years. 

Tending to show the peculiar det- 
rimental effect of the measure on 
the peach industry, Mr. Crisp stated 
that “in the hearings before the com- 
mittee, Mr. Geraty, a large truck 
farmer, stated that in the year 1919, 
when no potash was available ex- 
cept at prohibitive prices and the 
farmers could not use it, in New 
York alone the logs on peaches ran 
from $6,000 to $100,000 a day; that 
the peaches arriving there from 
Georgia were condemned by § the 
board of health as not fit to use 
because they did not have potash to 
harden them.” 

- Would Reflect ia Price. 


The bill would add from $8 to $10 

per ton t6 the cost of fertilizer for 
all fruit growing purposes, he said, 
and would be reflected in ‘the price 
of fruit to the consumers of the 
land. 
Following an’ admission from 
sponsers of the bill that time would 
hardly be given by the house for 
offering an amendment to strike 
out the potash feature before final 
vote, which is scheduled for Thurs- 
day’s program, Judge Larsen, who 
is conducting the fight for the dem- 
ocratic side, entered into a confer-’ 
ence with Senator Thomas E. Wat- 
son and other southern senators 
with the vitw of killing the meas- 
ure when it is finally brought to 
the senate. 

Judge Larsen stated that a num- 
ber of senators have expressed 
themselves as determined that the 
farmers of the south should not be 
made the victims of “this tarift out- 
rage,” and that every effort would 
be made to remedy it. 

Members opposing the measure 
explained that it was necessary to 
carry the fight to the senate cham- 
> ber on account of the pecullar rules 
adopted by the rul2g committee for 
the consideration of.this particular 
bill. Under the special rules no 
L.amendment can. be offered except 
when authorized py a majoriy of 
ths ways and medns committee. 

“As this committee fs controlled 
by republicans,” said Mr. Crisp, “we, 
the opponents of it, are not able 
to offer any measure tending to 
remedy the situation.” ¢

Washington, July 20.—Plans for 
future railroad financing by the 
government were said today by 
high administration officials to be 
awaiting the decision of President 
Harding. Final details of the

Officials indicated, however, that 
careful consideration was being 
given to a proposal that congress 


be asked’ to broaden the powers of 
the war finance corporation to han- 
dle both the funding operations of 
the railroads’ five hundred million 
dollars debt to the government, and 
the actual making of advances On 
the railroads’ claims against the 
government. . : 

A request that the short line rail- 
ways be given the same treatment 
as'trunk carriers in any adjustment 
of the railroad situation was made 
of President Harding today by a 
committee of the American Short 
Line Railway association. Mem- 
bers of the committee said the gov- 
ernment owed the five hundred 
short line roads about twenty-five 
million dollars as a result of gov- 
ernment operation. 


500-Pound Meteor Falls. 


- Chattanooga, Tenn., July 20.—A 
meteor weighing between five hun- 
dred and six hundred pounds fell in 
Hatchett’s orchard on Missionary 
Ridge yesterday afternoon. The 
meteor made a swishing noise in its 
passage through the air and struck 
the ground with a loud crash that 
was heard for a distance of several 
blocks.

The resolution by Senator Golucke, 
of the nineteenth, calling for a com- 
mittee of five, three of the house 
and two of the sénate, to investi- 
gate the twelve district agricultural 
schools was passed. The measute 
directs the committee to investigate 
, the chools and. determine if the 
are being run -in accordance wit 
the acts of the legislature. regulat- 
ing them and to find out wherein 
the courses of study given in them 
differ from the courses in the regu- 
lar high schools. 

Senator Golucke-in explaining his 
resolution declared that his motive 
in ihtroducing it was to prevent the 
introduction of a bill, which he un- 
derstood, was contemplated... calling 
for abolishment of the district 
schools without any investigation 
of them. 

“What we should do in this mat-; 
ter is to play fair,” he declared. 
“IT- want information on the condi- 
tion of the schools before we take 
any action on them. My resolution 
does not condemn nor praise the 
twelve institutions but simply looks 
into thefr. operation with an open 
mind, seeking the truth. He stated 
that after the committee had se- 
cured the data action could be then 
taken by the legislature in an intel- 
ligent way. 

Probe Highway Department. 

President Clay appointed the fol- 
lowing senators as the senate mem- 
bers of the joint committee au- 
thorized fn the resolution to investi- 

ate the highway department: 
creators Campbell, of the thirty- 
fourth; Holmes, of the twenty- 
second; Bellah, of the forty-second;

southern States has made necessary 
the establishment of a number of 
new field stations by the depart- 
ment of agriculture throughout the 


i ‘weevil-infested territory. it was an- 


nounced today. The stations locat- 
ed sO far are as follows: Fairfax, 
S. C.; Waynesboro, Ga.; Americus, 
Demopolis, Ala.; Tuscaloosa, 
Brookhaven, Miss.; Victoria. 
; Denton, Texas; Taylor, Tex- 
28, and San Benito, Texas. 

Two or more men are located at 
each station, the announcement 
said, one engaged in research wotk 
and the other surveying weevil and 
cotton conditions throughout the 
Surrounding district. Every assist- 
ance is given farmers who are 
poisoning weevils and the depart- 
ment intends to try to reach every 
farmer engaged in the work. A 
number of men are assigned to dis- 
mot accessible to the estab- 
lished stations; the Delta labora- 
tory of the department of agricul- 
ture at Tallulah, La., is directing 
the work of assisting cotton far- 
mers in the work of weevil exter- 
mination.

VETERANS’ BUREAU 
TO BE EFFICIENT 


Washington, July 20.—Elimina-' 
delays | 


tion ot the confusion, 
and maladministration that have 
surrounded the care and compensa- 
tion of veterans is expected to fol- 
low the operation of the Sweet bill, 
just passed by the senate. 

The bill cunselidates the bureau 
of war risk insurance, the federal 
board for vocational education, and 
hospitalization units of the public 
health service under direction of a 
single new agency, the veterans’ 
bureau. 

The bill previously had been pass- 
ed by the house so the signature of 
the president is the only thing lack- 
ing to make it law, after the two 
chambers have adjusted disagree- 
ments. The president already has 
indicated his desire to bring about 
the fusion without delay. 

Plan Independent Hureau. 

The principal point at issue De- 
tween house and senate arises from 
the fact that the senate amended 
the house bill to make the vet- 
eran’s bureau an independest agen- 
cy. The house had ledged the bu- 
reau in the treasury department, 
under the direction of an assistant 
secretary. This question, with oth- 
ers of less importance is nut ex- 
pected to cause long delays, ®ow- 
ever. 

While centralization is provided 
for the soldier. relief agencies § in 
Washington, decentralization is 
provided in the field. Fourteen re- 
gional offices would be establish- 
ed, with numerous suboffices. Each 
regional office would be an admin- 
istrative unit in itself, and would 
be competent to handle completely 
any case presented to it. 

End of Duplicated Effort. 

Proponents of the measure have 
argued that it would bring an end 
to the division of responsibility and 
authority, and the duplication of ef- 
fort, that have given rise to such 
widespread complaint. All ques- 
tions would be settled at the point 
of origin, in the presence of the 
man concerned, and no veteran 
would be compelled to do business 
with several agencies, as is now 
the case. 

A@dition the bill provides for the 
acceptance of war risk premiums 
through postoffices, and makes 
changes in the war risk calculated 
to simplify it. 

Expenditures under the veterans’ 
bureau, according to Senator Smoot, 
who had charge of the measure for 
the finance committee, will amount 
to $529,949,853 during the current 
fiscal year, compared with $515,449,- 
853 under existing legislation. 

Consolidation of the soldier relief 
agencies was recommended in the 
preliminary report of the senate 
investigation committee jfist made 
public. 

Ne More Haphazard Methods. 

‘In the opinion of the commit- 
tee,” said the report, “the condi- 
tions surrounding this relief werk 
have reached a point wheré it 
would tg unpardonable for con- 
gress ty tolerate a further contin- 
uation @f the cumbersome, overlap- 
ping, haphazard methods’ under 
ner 9 this problem is being han- 

ed.” 


The committee reported that its 
investigations have shown that 
“hospitalization arrangements have 
peen utterly inadequate, sometimes 
unsanitary and unwholesome, al- 
ways laden with red tape and lum- 
bering methodicity.”’ 

“Eespecially were -we convinced,” 
the report states, “that there are 
not sufficient hospital facilities for

EXISTING METHODS 
FOR COTTON LOANS 


Washington, July 20.—Existing 
credit machinery of the government 
will be used for the present in the 
making of cotton loans, treasury 
officials said today, without. the 
creation of supplementary cotton 
loan funds by private organizations. 

In announcing last night’ that 
further credit will be extended for 
the harvesting and marketing of 
the coming cotton crop in whatever 
amount is legitimately required. the 
federal reserve system authorities 
said credit would be extended either 
directly through member banks or 
indirectly through non-member 
banks. 

At a conference of governors of 
the five federal reserve banks in 
the cotton growing sections of the 
country yesterday with the federal 
reserve board, Governor Strong, of 
the New York bank, and representa- 
tives of New York member banks, 
told the board that the establish- 
ment of a cotton loan fund by com- 
mercial banks throughout the coun- 
try was considered at this time to 
be unnecessary and inadvisable. The 
New York. bankers declared, how- 
ever. that if the facilities of the 
federal reserve riba and the war 
finance corporation ould prove in- 
adequate they would co-operate in 
the formation of a cotton loan fund 
to whatever ameunt was thought 
necessary. 

The policy of the federal reserve 
systém on cotton leans during the 
approaching marketing season was 
decided at the conference and a 
statement issued which gave assur- 
ance of ample credit for the orderly

old crop and for the orderly mar- 
keting for the new crop may be 
counted on.” 

Thomas J. Caldwell, vice presi- 
dent of the federal international 
banking company of New Orleans, 
discussed with Mr. Meyer today a 
proposition for financing the ex- 
port of 25,000 bales of cotton. 

Mr. Caldwell said that his com- 
pany was preparing to take up with 
the corporation plans for financing 
the exportation of large amounts 
of cotton from all parts of the 
south,

Georgians are prone 


DEPARTM'NT WORK 


Praise for the accomplishments 
of the state highway department of 


Georgia during the two years of its} 


existence voiced by Thomas-H. Mc- 
Donald, of Washington, wv. C., chief 
of the bureau of public roads, and 
pledges of support tor the depart- 
nent in gpite of possible minor dis- 
agteeincents over its policies made 
by Herpert Clay, president of the 
Sonate, and other legisiative lead- 
ers, were two outstanding features 
OL the seventh annual dinner given 
by the Georgia State Automobile as- 
suciation to the members of the gen- 
eraj assembly in the Kimball hvuuse 
Wednesday night. 

W. Tom Winn, president of the 
automobile association, presided, 
and alter, outlining the purposes ol! 
the organization as being purely 
devoted to the cause of good roads 
in Georgia, introduced the speakers, 
who talked on different phases of 
the work of improving the highway 
systems of the state. 

Mr. McDonald, of the federal bu- 
reau of public roads, delivered the 
Principal address of the evening. 
He complimented Georgia on at- 
taining the rank of fourth of all 
States in the union in the amount 
of federal money used on public 
road development. He said this was 
remarkable because the government 
does not give aid except to estates 
that have highway boards and that 
the Georgia highway board had 
been organized but two years. 

Dr. €C. M. Strahan, chairman of 
the highway board, was the first 
speaker and he spoke in behalf of 
the work of that body. He said his 
department welcomed the investiga- 
tion to be made by the legislature 
of its work. Dr. Strahan declared 
that he was willing to admit his de- 
partment had made some mistakes, 

“I shall be frank with the investi- 
gating committee and tell the mem- 
bers the mistakes we have made just 
the same as I shall tell it of the 
good Work we have done. I know 
the record ot the department is not 
a perfect one but it is a creditable 
one,” he said. 

‘Dr, Strahan reviewed in detail 
the work of the department, declar- 
ing it had been able to win the con- 
fidence of the federal government 


and the co-operation of the boards 


of county commissioners in 105 
Georgia counties. He outlined the 
present program of the department 
calling for the expenditure of about 
$20,000,000. He said the board after 
that will favor the use of the money 
collected in automobile licenses for 
maintenance and road patrol. 

> President Winn then introduced 
Mr. McDonald who spoke-at length 
of the work of the federal govern- 
ment in Georgia. He explained in 
detail the method used by the gov- 
ernment in extending federal aid 
declaring that the government 
comes as’ a partner in the work of 
putting business principles into the 
work of road building. 

Mr. McDaniel said the govern- 
ment has spent a total of $78,000,- 
000 in federal aid and that about 
$4,000,000 of this money has been 
spent in Georgia, the present pro- 
Zram to cost the government, when 
completed, a total of $7,500,000. 

“Georgia now ranks fourth in all 
the states of the union in the 
amount of money being spent by 
the government in road building 
projects, he said. “The only states 
ahead of Georgia are Illinois, Penn- 
sylvania and Minnesota.” 

Mr. McDonald outlined the pro- 
posed legislation in congress and 
said there are certain to be three 
provisions in the new policy no 
matter what bills are adopted. One 
of these is that the state must 
decide on a restricted system of 
highways. The second that the 
state must put up its share of the 
money. The third that the state 
must maintain the roads. Mr. Mc- 
Donald said in certain kinds of road 
work construction costs are less in 


Georgia than in any state in the 


union. He told the members of the 
legislature that in shaping highway 
legislation jt will be necessary for 
them to adhere to a system of roads 
not much larger than the present 

system .of 4,000 “mites 
known as the county seat to county 
seat plan. 

President Herbert Clay, of § the 
state senate, declared that although 
to criticize 
they are fundamentally fair and 
even if they don’t agree on such a 
big thing as the highway depart- 
ment they are willing to act square- 
ly with it. 

“T believe we will all get to- 
gether on this highway proposition 
and stick together,” he said. “By 
all means, let’s have this legisla- 
tive investigation and show the peo- 
ple of Georgia how much good the 
highway department has done. Then 
iy will all stand by it arid build 
t on.’ 

Paul §S. Etheridge, of the Fulton 
county commission, told what 
the Georgia Association of County 
Commisstboners has done in helping 
good roads legislation. He read a 
resolution adopted by the associa- 
tion at its Dublin meeting strongly 
commending the highway depart* 
ment, the members of the depart- 
ment and the policy it had adopted, 
He spoke of the Fulton county com- 
missioners’ indorsement of the de- 
partment and its work, although it 
will be many years before Atlanta 
and Fulton county will get a dollar 
of state aid money. 

“Fulton county pays into the state 
treasury about $350,000 a vear of 
this money in automobile licenses, 
yet not one dollar has been spent 
or will be spent in the county. We 
believe that by putting this money 
into the development of good roads 
in all parts of Georgia that it will 
improve Georgia and what builds up 
Georgia can’t help but aid Fulton 
county and Atlanta,” he declared. 

Morton Turner, of Brooks county, 
chairman of the house committee 
on public roads; Senator R. C. Ellis, 
chairman of the senate highways 
committee; Zach Arnold and George 
Carswell, two of the leaders in the 
house, and President Winn, made 
short talks. Fred Houser led a song 
program, 

President Winn read a telegram 
from W. J. Vereen, of Moultrie, who 
was on the program in which Mr. Ve- 
reen expressed regret that he was 
unable to attend. He read a letter 
from A. J. Lippitt, of Albany, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Association of 
County Commissioners, in which he 
expressed regret that because of un- 
forseen ‘conditions he could not be 
present. Mr. Lippitt highly in- 
dorsed the work of the highway 
department and comménded Chair- 
man Strong, Engineer Neel and the 
other members. Governor Thomas 
W. Hardwick also sent a letter of 
regret over his inability to attend 
which was read.

Election of Judges| 
Of Municipal Court 
By People Is Urged 


Representative Bentley Will 
Introduce Bill in House 
This Week. 


Taking the position that prac- 
tically all the judges of Georgia are 
elected by the people or appointed 
by the governor, Representative 
Ernest Bentley, of Fulton, an- 
nounced Wednesday night that he 
will introduce in the house this 
week a measure designed to end the 
system of appointments of munici- 
pal court jurists of Atlanta by the 
superior court judges and place 
their selection in the hands of the 
voters. 

At present there are five munici- 
pal court judges in Atlanta, and the 
representative's bill wilt provide 


that at the expiration of their pres- 
ent’ terms the offices shall be filled 
by election. Since the creation of 
the municipal judgeships, the su- 
perior court jurists have made the 
appointments. 

“In my race last fal!, one of the 
planks in-my platfarm,” said Mr. 
Bentley in discussing“his bill. “was 
to remove these appointments from 
the hands of the superior court 
judges. I contended then as now 
that these appointments may be 
used to create a political machine. 

“TI shall push my measure, and 
already I have. pledges of support 
for its passage. This present 
method of selecting judges of the 
municipal courts should be changed, 
and I am sure the assembly will 
not make a separate case of Atlanta 
and allow the superior court judges 
PF pistes their appointments,” he 
said.

A WISE STEP. 
Following a meeting of the gov- 
ernors of the federal reserve dis- 
trict banks in the cotton belt with 
the federal board in Washington 
Tuesday the gratifying announce- 
ment is authorized that— 

“The federal reserve banks, 
in addition to credits already 
extended, are able to stand 
ready tg extend further credit 
for the purpose of harvesting 
and marketing the coming 
crop, in whatever amount 
may legitimately be required, 
either directly to thelr mem- 
ber banks or, under the rul-. 
ing made by the board today, 
indirectly to non-member 
banks acting through the 
agency and with the ‘ndorse- 
ment of a member bank. 
These loans will be made by 
the federal reserve banks 
upon notes, drafts and bills 
of exchange issued or drawn 
in accordance with the terms 
of the federal reserve act and 
the regulations of the federal 
reserve board.” 

Which means ta: “accelerated 
farm credit” for which there has 
been so much demand from the 
reserve system, and incidentally 
the basis of entirely too much po- 
litical demagoguery in criticizing 
the system, has become an accom- 
plished fact, and with it neces- 
sarily comes a breaking of the 
strain upon southern banks, par- 
ticularly country banks, that will 
serve to strengthen every other 
line of commerce and industry. 

The fact that the federal reserve 
has agreed to go even beyond the 
restrictions of the law creating it, 
and extend help to non-member 
banks in the marketing of cotton, 
illustrates the value of this great 
government agency in sé€rving the 
people—primarily the producing 
element—instead of functioning as 
a profit-making banking institu- 
tion, per se, as has been unjustly 
charged.

GRANDPA COUGHS. 

Among the numerous things which, 
we attribute to our grandfathers, 
but of which they are not guilty, is 
chronic bronchitis. What we do per- 
haps inherit from gramp ig his ig- 
norance of hygiene and his un- 
healthful habit of life. Such a purely 
voluntary sin as overeating runs in 
families beyond a doubt. So does 
fear of moving air; moving air 
would probably have no terrors for 


any oldster were it not for the other 
names—fresh air anda draft. If we 
could treat gramp with a constant 
current of moving air labeled ‘‘Guar- 
anteed under the food and drug act, 
June 20, 1906," and at the same time 
present him a sheaf of fervid testi- 
monials from others who had been 
brought back from the very brink 
by this wonderful treatment, prob- 
ably gran’pa would ‘try it. You 
know, while the “Guarantee” gag 
was worked on the dear public un-’ 
der the approval of the government, 
a lot of dangerous, dope-laden, ut- 
terly vicious stuff was swallowed 
without — by the people who 
didn’t belleve Uncle Sam would play 
such a crooked game.

Then, too, with advancing age it 
becomes increasingly’ difficult to 
keep warm, fOr the metabolism, the 
Vital fire, is slowed. Of course the 
body warmth is not determined or 
appreciably influenced by the atmos- 
pheric temperature round about, but 
S@ran'pa believes a hot fire and a 
superfluity of clothing will solve his 
problem, and so he coddles to beat 
the band.

| Shall W. e Drift -at Sea?

The movement to repeal the tax) 
equalization law, which has strong 
support in both houses of the as- 
sembly, is, at best, ill-timed. 

There could be no excuse for it 
even if the legislature had to this 
time done its part toward paving 
the way for a change in the consti- 
tuted tax system of Georgia, 

But it has not done this; and it 
is by no means certain that it will 
do it. 

Even if a constitutional amend- 
ment for a graduated income tax, 
in lieu of an ad valorem levy, 
should be submitted, that fact does 
not mean its adoption. 

A constitutional amendment has 
to be ratified at a regular election. 

The next regular election § in 
Georgia will mot be held until Noe- 
vember, 10922, 

Assuming, therefore. that. this 
legislature will submit the income 
tax amendment, what well founded 
condition is there to assume, to the 
extent of financial backing, that the 
voters of Georgia will ratify it. 

Suppose thg amendment is sub- 
mitted; and suppose it is ratified, 
how long will it be before the ma- 
chinery of a substituted tax sys- 
tem oan be put into motion? 

Any child who Knows the first 
principles of arithmetic can an- 
swer that question. 

In the meantime— 

If the jiegislature repeals the 
equalization act now what is going 
to take its place in the interim? 


By common consent its repeal. 
would reduce the ag valorem income | 
for 1921 and 1922 not less than ai 
million dollars a year. 

And yet Georgia today is knock- 
ing at the door of a poor house; 
dickering with pawnbroker 
schemes—felt to be temporarily in- 
perative and threatening to starve 
her common schools, her advanced 
and eleemosynary institutions; and 
even threatening to cut down the 
existing allotments to her aged- 
bent confederate veterans. 

Was there ever such inconsist- 


ency? 


Suppose it is to “force” the pas- 
sage of the income tax amend- 
ment— 

Is that sound? 
cal? Or fairf 

Legislation that has to- be 
“forced” by this kind of a leverage 
accentuates its weakness, 

It is unfair to tne proponents of 
an income tax measure to adopt 
outlawry tactics of this kind to 
secure its passage. 

Now if the scheme should work, 
what would be the consequences? 

Here is an analogous case— 

A ship is at sea, progressing too 
slowly to meet the requirements of 
the owners of her cargo. The fault 
is, her propeller is too small. Her 
skipper orders a new propeller, 
from the chandler in the nearest 
port, by radio. And while waiting 
for fhe new propeller, which may 
come some day or it may never 
come, he throws away the old pro- 
peller, and throws his ship upon the 
drift. 

Good judgment, isn’t it? 

Great skipper! 

And that is precisely what the 
proposition to throw away the tax 
equalization law in Georgia at this 
hour of a crisis means—throwing 
the propeller away without another 
one in sight! 

The old ship of state is working 
too slowly, it is admitted. 

It must-get a bigger tax propeller 
to keep up the schedule the times 
demand. 

But in heaven’s name it is to be 
hoped the legislative crew is not 
going to throw away the old whee! 
until the new one arrives. 

The Lord deliver us from that 
kind of navigating procedure—even 
in a ship of state.

There are eight words in Georgia's 
forty - odd - year - old constitution 
which prescribes the state’s gen- 
eral tax system. 

“All taxation shall be ad valorem 
and uniform.” 

That is to say Georgia’s general 
taxation must be “on value’’—on 
properaty—and it must be uniform. 

But it had never been uniform. 
It isn’t yet; but since the equaliza- 
tion law was enacted it has made 
advanced strides in that direction. 
No person can deny that. 

Before the law equalizing assese- 


ed values, one farm, cleared and 


in operation, was assessed at $10 
an acre; an adjourning farm, with 
the same soil, the same improve- 
ment, the same productivity—was 
assessed at $40 an aore; and so on. 

The same thing was true in rela- 
tive assesements in adjoining .coun- 
tiles. 

The same thing was true in towns 
and cities, 


Since the equalization law there 


has been a marked improvement Iny 


the former hit-or-miss, djsorganig- 
ed and wholly indefensible aasess- 
ment results in each county, and in. 
each sectional group of counties, 

Through the county equalization 
boards former tax dodgers and tax 
immunes have been made to carry 
their just burdens of taxation; and 
others whose assessments had been 
too high, in conformity with com- 
munity or zone values, have had 
their assessments reduced, and so 
on. 

By this course—unchallengable as 
to its fairness—the total assess- 
ments of Georgia have been in- 
creased on the whole nearly a half 
billion of dollars. 

Last year the gross increases in 
valuations reached $200,000,000. 

And to that extent the amended 
system has proven a revenue pro- 
ducer, and a big one! And in sgerv- 
ing that purpose has served even 
the greater purpose of distributing 
the burdens upon a basis of uni- 
formity,’ without fear or favor. 

That is constitutional. It

blance of rhyme or reason or jus- 
tice; at least a million dollars a 
year in the ad valorem income? 

That is a matter of simple calcu- 
lation— 

Georgia cannot levy more than 
five mills. That Is a constitutional 
limitation, 

Everybody knows that due to 
post-war economic conditions there 
has been a shrinkage in actual 
property valuations. 

That shrinkage has been greater 
in some sections that in others. 

Some classes of property have 
declined more than others, 

What will the result be, then, in 
such an unchartea@ sea, if the as- 
sessments are left absolutely and 
without curb or restriction or reg- 
ulation, to county authorities in the 
respective counties—without the 
strong arm of the equalization law, 
and without the co-operation of 
the equalization board in each 
county, which necessarily must dle 
with the law? 

It is unnecessary to answer that 
question. There is not a thinking 
man in Georgia who Woes hot know 
that county assessments all over 
Georgia will be immediately cut to 
the bone, without regard to zone 
uniformity; and tnat not only glar- 
ing discriminations can and will 
occur in every section, but that 
by reason of these uncontrolled re- 
adjustments of each county, look- 
ing out only for itself, the income

The genera] tax law introduced in 
the house by Representative Du- 
use was ven mueh attention by 
the committee, J. A. Brown, of 
Waycross, president of the Georgia 
State Automobile Dealers’ associa- 
tion, appeared before the eommit- 
tee to protest against the schedule. 
He spoke briefly against adoption 
of the items on automobile accesso- 
ries, 

Representative Arnold, of Clay, 
a member of the committee, object- 
ed to several tax positions. Kach 
item was noted and will be consid- 
ered by the committee in an execu- 
tive session to be held later. 

Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, secretary 
of the state board of health, asked 
for an appropriation of $100,590. He 
explained that this covers his en: 
tire department including the work 
of the state laboratory, the board 
of social disease control and the 
water examinations. Last year the 
department received an appropria- 
tion of $91,000 and $15,000 from the 
federal government for social dis- 
ease control work, making a total 
of $106,000. 

He explained that since congress 
has left the control of social dis- 
ease to the gtates the $15,000 from 
the federal government is not avalil- 
able and that his department really 
is asking for about $6,000 less 
money. j 

Dr. George H. Preston, head of the 
Georgia Training School for Mental 
Defectives, at Gracewood, asked for 
an appropriation of $51,394 for main- 
tenance. Dr. E. W. Glidden, head of 
the State Tuberculosis sanitarium, 
of Alto, asked for $60,000. 

The senate committee on consti- 
tutional amendments was scheduled 
to meet at 2 o'clock in the senate 
chamber. No quorum was present 
and the next meeting will be held 
at the call of the chairman. 

Feature of House Session. 

Passage of the McLendon Western 
and Atlantic railroad funding plan, 
authorizing the governor to dis- 
count five years’ rental of the rail- 
road at five per cent, and of the 
Kitrell port and harbor bill, and 
refusal to reconsider the pharmacy 
measure by Mr. Fowler, of Bibb, 
were the chief developments of the 
morning session of the inouse. 

A resolution of Representative 
Lankford, of Toombs, providing for 
a joint committee of the house and 
senate to consider the reduction 
of the lawmakers’ salaries, was 
passed, as was a measure by Mr. 
Johnson, of Bartow, to have the re- 
port of the investigation of State 
Veterinarian Bahnsen’s department 
last summer -placed before the 
house. 

‘Another resolution by Mr. Hodges 
caliing upon investigating commit- 
tees to make their inspections with- 
out notice to officials of the va- 
rious institutions was passed by a 
large vote. 

Through the authority of the Mc- 
Lendon bill, the governor, should 
the measure pass the senate, will 
be given authority to raise for im- 
mediate use approximately $2,500,- 
000 from the rentals of the Western 
and Atlantic for five years. The 
Kittrell measure provides for the 
appointment of a commission to gm- 
vestigate harbor and port facilities 
and advantages in Georgia. 


TAYLOR NOW BELIEVED 
TO BE IN CINCINNATI 


It was the expressed belief of 
the police Wednesday that the 
story. of the alleged suicide of 
Frank B. Taylor, machinist, of 323 
Courtland street, was the result of 
his wife’s fears or of hallucinations 
on her part. Taylor, it is said, 
has been traced to Cincinnati, 
where he formerly worked. A tick- 
et agent at the Terminal station 
identified pictures of Taylor print- 
ed in a local paper as being those 
of a man who bought a ticket to 
Cincinnati last Thureday, say the 
county police. 

It is believed that reports that 
Taylor’s garments were found on 
the banks of the Chattahoochee 
originated with Mrs. Taylor.

Comment on Business, 


Of this interesting business Mr. 
Katzenstein says: 

“The most discouraging feature 
today is that so very much more 
attention is paid to reforestation 
abroad than in our own country. 
When we Know for instance how 
rapidly our forests of long leaf 
pine are disappearing and then find 
that South Africa alone is demand- 
ing the seed of this valuable tree 
in enormous quantities it speaks 
better for their forsight than ours. 
Or, when we are aware that our 
chestnut forests will soon be a 
thing of the past and then are call- 
ed upon to supply Japanese chest- 
nuts by the ton to Southern Eu- 
rope, the question of better pre- 
paredness cannot even be mooted. 
“Matters are improving however. 
The U. S. Forest Service and many 
state forest departments have en- 
tered into the practical solution of 
our forest problems whole-hearted- 
ly and it is hoped that with this 
leaven the general interest will be 
roused and will spread from the 
big oorporation to the farmer and 
that each and every one will do their 
share towards putting our super- 
fority in forests back on the map. 
“In the past our nurserymen de- 
pended almost exclusively upon Eu- 
rope for the growing of seedlings 
to replenish their stocks. So many 
noxious diseases and insects were 
brought in, however, with these 
plants, that our government has 
now resolutely closed the doors 
against the further Importation of 
foreign grown seedlings. Now, the 
nurserymen find that they cannot 
only grow seedlings at home but 
can grow them better and about as 
economically as the Europeans did 
in the past. Many Buropean nur- 
series decided to open nurseries on 
this side to produce seedlings. | 

“The gathering of the seed is a 


most interesting study. The Indian 
of the west, the coolie of China, the 
peon of Mexico—they all help to 
add to the usefulness of our forests 
and the beauty of our landscape. 
Rob the Squirrels. 
“There is for instance a very im- 
portant spruce growing in the 
northwest which produces cones 
much cherished by the squirreis 
for their winter food. These little 
animals cache the cones in great 
surplus and then Indians come 
around and take away what they 
decide is more than needed by the 
squirrels. After the cones are then 
dried and the seed is extracted it 
is principally shipped abroad to the 
amount of many tons annually. 
“Unfortunately there is no way 
to contro] nature. In some years 
trees will produce abundant crops 
while in other years hardly any- 
thing may be harvested. This year 
is one of these years, while last 
year quite fairs crops could be 
counted upon. Wise planters gen- 
erally take advantage of so-called 
‘good seasons’ and plant rather more 
than they require at the moment to 
guard against off-years. There will 
be, however, some pine seed in the 
south and while it is evident that 
there will not be enough to meet 
the world demand those who pro- 
tect themselves early may avoid 
later dlisappointment. 
“The number of seeds in a given 
quantity of different kinds, which 
will produce seedlings varies and 
it is important that prospective 
planters keep this in mind. Seeds 
of which a germination of 50 per 
cent may be expected will require 
a larger quantity for a given area 
than seeds of which 80 per cent 
should come up. Then, while some 
kinds of tree seeds will germinate 
quite freely others will take their 
time and will often remain dormant 
a season oreven longer before com- 
ing up. Beginners must not lose 
courage., therefore, when their ef- 
forts are not crowned by immediate 
success. 
“Holly, for instance, will remain 
dormant two and often three years 
before the first leaf shows. Juni 
pers will often wait a year and so 
through the line. The man who 
wants real success from his refor- 
estation’ plantings should make a 
sowing every year and thus provide 
for successive growth—the same 
as we plant beans all through the 
season so as to have fresh beans 
right along. If every land owner 
is doing his share and plants some 
of his waste lands into forest trees 
what a paradise should we have 
again in the south?”

By Arrival Here 
Of ‘Wortha Mite’

Mite.” 
These few words frrom Mrs. Amelia 


Lucas, of Jacksonville, Fla., to Mrs. 
J. J. Merritt, of Atlanta, secretary 
of the Ladies’ Aid society of the 
First Christian church, created con- 
sternation among the members of 
the society at their regular meeting 
at the church Monday afternoon. 

Finding homes for little proteges, 
whether they are little boys or very 
attractive little girls, is no easy 
matter, and the women of the so- 
ciety immediately realized the 
task before them when Mrs. 
Merritt, of 60 West Fifth 
street, received the letter from Mrs. 
Lucas, who formerly lived in Atlanta 
and was affiliated with the Aid so- 
ciety of the First Christian church. 

Mrs. Lucas’ Letter. 

Mrs, Lucas said in her letter: “I 
am going to eend you my little 
protege and trust that you can find 
a place for her. She cannot speak 
English but I feel sure that the 
Ladies’ Aid can take care of her, 
If not send her to the children’s 
home. Her name is Wortha Mite 
and I will start her on the train 


Saturday night. She will be label- 
ed to come to your address, so you 
need not meet her, but I shall be 
anxious to hear that she has arrived 
safely. I would have put aw more 
expensive dress on her. but thought 
best not to do so for fear she m ght 
be kidnaped—so when I come to 
Atlanta I can get ber a uew dregs. 
Flease read this Iictter at the Aid 
tefore presenting her. Thsn you 
‘vil. know sure whether gnée is Wel- 
come or not.” 

When Mrs. Merr!tt showed the les- 
ter to her husband he declarad that 
it was too great ar imposition on 
the women of the chure>, who were 
contributing to a dozen worthy 
causes to ask them tc care for the 
child. And furthermore, Mr. Merritt 
confided to his wife, the women 
might not take the child and in that 
case he and his wife woula have to 
provide for her. 

So he wired Mrs. Lucas Saturday 
not to send the child mwntil after the 
aid society had taken action on the 
matter. Mrs. Lucas answered by 
wire that she had already sent the 
child. 

Then Monday morning she arrived 
by parcel post. ‘“‘Well,” he said to 
his wife in a resigned tone, ‘‘there 
is nothing for you to do but present 
her to the society this afternoon and 
if the women won't take her, we'll 
try to get her in some home, and if 
we can’t do that I guess we'll just 
keep her. She is not so bad after 
all and she will be awfully nice to 
have around the house.” 

Breaks News to Society. 


After the business session of the 
society was concluded, Mrs. Merritt 
stated that she had a very impor- 
tant matter to’ bring before the or- 
ganization. “It is something that 
has trowbled me no little. You all 
remember our co-worker, Mrs. Lu- 
cas, who moved to Jacksonville sev- 
eral years ago. Her brother died 
recently and we wrote her a note of 
sympaty and then in answer to that 
I received this letter stating that she 
was sending us her little protege 
to keep!” 

Mrs. Merritt read the letter from 
Mrs. Lucas and then the women 
started discussing the matter. Un- 
less you have attended a meeting 
held by women, for women, with on- 
ly women present and heard them go 
into a discussion of a Serious swb- 
ject you will never realize the feel- 
ing displayed by the speakers. 

One woman, who is the wife of a 
preacher and has been schooled in 
helping the helpless, stated that her 
daughter was going out of town and 
she would speak to her husband 
and see if he wouldn't be willing to 
let the child spend the summer with 
them. Another stared that she would 
ask her husband if they could take 
the girl for a few days, but she 
stated that she knew that they could 
not keep her any longer. 

Agree to Keep Child. 

A third was of the opinion that 
Mrs. Lucas should have consulted the | 
society before sending this little for- 
eigner to them and the fourth made 
a motion to try to get her into a lo- 
cal orphanage. 


At this point one of the women 
announced that she could not be 
placed in a local orphanage because 
she was not a resident of the state 
of Georgia. 

Then Mrs. John A. Perdue, presi- 
dent of the society, stated that they 
were a band of Christian women and 
that it was their duty to take this 
child and care for her. A motion was 
made and carried to take her and to 
place her in an orphanage and pays 
her board until they could make other 
arrangements. When that was set- 
tled Mrs. Merritt stated that she 
wanted to bring the protege in s0 
that they might see her. It was a 
tense moment for the aid society 
members and the few seconds-that 
it took Mrs. Merritt to step into the

But she finally returned and present- 
ed a little six-inch doll dressed from 
head to toe in crisp new bills, and 
the protege proved worth a mite to 
the society. 

Some of the women cried, some 
laughed, but they all agreed that 
they were glad they had taken her 
before they saw her.

It wasn’t once, or twice, but 
practically every approach shot sent 
his ball dead to the pin or at least 
well within the bounds of the green. 

On the sixteenth and eighteenth 
rreens he sank his putts for a birdie 
wo and a birdie three of at least 
twelve feet, and on two other holes 
going out he missed difficult putts 
by inches, George Duncan would 
have lowered his score several 
strokes if he had been more accu- 
rate in his putting. He was as un- 
certain of himself on the greens 
as Barnes was deadly. 


Bobby Starts Badly.

WOMAN INSISTS 
HUDSON IS SLAYER

Albany, Ga., July 20.—(Special.) 
“You can keep me here from now 
until doom’s day, right here in this 
jail, and I'll still tell you that Glenn 
Hudson killed my children. If you 
was to tell me I could walk out of 
here free this next minute, if I'd 
change what I've told you, 
wouldn’t budge. For I’ve tbeen tell- 
ing the truth.” 

That was the reply made by Mrs. 
Glenn Hudson, the mother of the 
two slain children of Dougherty 
county, to the accusations made by 
her husband that she had taken the 
lives of her own boys. 

As Sheriff Fort Tarver recounted 
Hudson’s accusations to her, the 
woman would dumbly shake her 
head and mutter, “Lord, have 
mercy,” “good Lord” and “the truth 
ain’t in him.” 

She is a pitifyl enough figure 
there in that jail. She wears a 
solied middy blouse and a much- 
worn skirt. During the long con- 
versation, which dealt exclusively 
with the happenings on the little 
run-down farm that she and Hud- 
son were trying to eke a living 
from, there wasn’t the suggestion 
of a tear in her eyes. 

Appears Unemotional, 

Even when she described that 
dramatic scene of her sitting in 
frozen horror as the screams of her 
children made horrid the peaceful 
atmosphere of the farm, even while 
she recounted the hearing of the 
fata] shots, there wasn’t the breath 
of emotion in her narrative. 

She is perhaps 25 years old. It 
is possible that the horrors of the 
past week have dulled all her sen- 
sibilities, but only once did she 
mention her children with any feel- 


ing. 

That Iwas when eshe explained 
how her love for them and her de- 
sire to keep them with her always 
had led her to desert the home she 
had in Alabama to go into Geor- 
gia, penniless, to seek her fortune 

Left to Keep Children. 

“Tl was living at Columbia, Ala- 
bama,” she said, “and I'll admit that 
I wasn't living right, but I was 
providing for the children, and thev 
were too young to know. Long 
about last December the chief of 
Police of Columbia came to me and 
told me that he knew that I wasn’t 
doing right and ought not to be 
raising the children. He told me 
that he was going to have them 
turned over to some other folks to 
raise. 

“That was why T left Alabama. I 
didn’t have anything to leave on 
but I left and came over to Georgia. 
Then I married Hudson and I've 
lived right ever since. I know I’ve 
done a lot of wrong but I have 
lived right by this man. I can 
swear to that.”

Knives and Melon Plianted. , 

The sheriff's investigation has 
proved beyond any doubt, officers 
aver, that the children were not 
eating watermelon when they were 
killed. He is convinced that tha 
Knives in their hands were planted 
there by the slayer and that tha 
larger boy was put over the water- 
melon and his blood allowed to drip 
on it, in order to throw suspicion 
on his neighbor, G. S. Skipper, whe 
had warned the boys against steal- 
ing melons. 

A long knife was used to cut the 
melon, while the knives that the 
children had in their hands had 
blades not more than two and a 
half inches long. 

The progress of the investigation 
of the slaying is the one and only 
topic of conversation, not only in 
Albany and Dougherty county, but 
throughout all south Georgia. 

It is understood that Hudson will 
immediately move for a change of 
venue, and probably will ask that 
the case be tried in Bibb county. 


FURTHER STATEMENTS 
REFUSED BY HUDSON. 

Macon, Ga., July 20.—(Special.)— 
Glen Moore Hudson, charged with 
the murder of his two stepchildren 
near Albany, shook his head today 
when informed that his wife had 
repeated her accusation that he did 
the killing. He wouldn’t discuss 
the cage at all, but he talked freely 
of other matters. ‘ 

“I feel] pretty good today,” he 
said to a reporter. His face bright- 
ened up and he didn’t appear to be 
the same man as on the day before, 
when, following the questioning by 
Sheriff Traver, of Dougherty coun- 
ty, Hudson appeared to be on the 
verge of collapse.

Sutton to Encourage Athletics 


Local Schools To Be Given Aid 


The change of administration in 
the Atlanta public echool will have 
no bad effects on the approaching 
athletic battles of the various prep 
vutfits of the city. 

Professor Willis A. Sutton, the 
new superintendent of schools, has 
always been interested in inter- 
scholastic athleticae and much of 
the success of the Tech High 
school’s teams was due to the sup- 
port given them by Mr. Sutton dur- 
ing his long sérvice as principal 
of this institution. 

“I have alwaye been keenly in- 
terested in interscholastic athigtics, 
because experience has taught me 
that these wholesome contests are 
necessary if we are to acomplish 
our purpose to train the young men 
ot the nation along the lines that 
will help them,” Mr. Sutton told the 
writer shortly after his election as 
superintendent of schools. 

“In the first place,” Mr. Sutton 
continued, “playing football, base- 
ball and basketball and participat- 
ing in the track events, puts these 
young men in splendid physical 
condition and that having been done 
it is much easier for them to con- 
eentrate on their real work, be- 
cause they are mentally, as well as 
physically, better fitted to perform 
that work.” 

“The morale in a school where 
interscholastic athletics is a part 
of the program, is much higher than 
in the institution where such pas- 
times are frowned upon,” Mr. Sut- 
ton declared. “Il found that the 
spirit at Tech High was of the very 
highesr order, and I attribute much 
of this splendid quality to inter- 
est in the battles that were to be 
staged py our teams in athletic 
endeavor.” 

“There will be no let-up in push- 
ing athletics within Atlanta’s school 
system,” Mr. Sutton said. “Attrac- 
tive programs are being arranged 
for the young athletes and I fee) 
that the boye and girls that wili 
he students in our schools will have 
every opportunity to participate in 
these games. The boys are al- 
ready beginning to think about foot- 
ball and you may rest assured that 
as long as I am identified with 
the Atlanta schools, athletics will 
be given my whole-hearted 6up- 
port.”

BURNS STARS 
IN SOX TRIAL

Chicago, July 20.—William (Big 

Bill) Burns, confessed “sizer” of 
the 1919 world’s series, matched 
his wits for seven hours against 
half a dozen of the best criminal 
lawyers in Chicago Wednesday— 
and won.

witness stand, Burns, 
unperturbed manner, 
defeated almost every attempt of 
the Black Sox attorneys to break 
down the story of betrayal he had 
told the previous day. 

As th2 hands of the clock moved 
around towards 5 p. m., Burns be- 
came bored. He had been on the 
stand two days. He regarded the 
cross-examining attorney, Thomas 
Nash, who had succeeded the _ col- 
orful James C. (“Ropes”) O’Brien 
with tired, almost disdainful eyes. 
He told his story. He lazily re- 
sented reiteration. Nash, fresh, 
eager, vicious, tried to drive him, 
to corner him, but he couldn't. 
Burns tilt2d back the witness chair 
and rested his head against the 
wall, his eyes closed. He answered 
questions in monosyllables, some 
times not: even that volub}hy, mere- 
ly shaking his head. A fiy lighted 
on his head—and stayed there. The 
jury seemed to droop, and fhe spec- 
tators who had experienctéd thrill 
after thrill during the day sat like 
fans at a ball game wiven the home 
team is ten runs behind. Finally, 
Rurns looked at the clock. - So 
did the judge, and adjournment was 
announced, 

Burns Baffies Lawyers. 

But, for hours’ before, Burns 
had been providing dramatic situ- 
ations, telling in his calm way the 
logical story of corruption and play 
for high stakeS, revealing half a 
dozen new and startling facts.

“IT asked Gandil how about 
it—what was up?” 

“*‘You fellows have double-cross- 
ed us,’ Gandil retorted. “We went 
out to win that game and we did. 
I’m through with all of you.” 

“T said to Gandi: ‘If you mean 
that, I'll spill the beans.’ Gandil 
then ordered me out of the hotel. 

“Near the hotel, on the street, I 
met Risberg and McMullin. Ris-

and reaction which have been at

“The first serious shock which 
the business world received, as a 
forewarning of what was likely 
to happen everywher? in the world, 
was the sudden and violent decline 
in the silk market in Japan and the 
demoralization of business and 
finance there. The significance 
of that decline was not grasped at 
the time. Then came along an 
equaly violent decline in wool prices;

Whether 
the strength in the Rails continues depends on developments during 
the next few days in the pending negotiations between the carriers 
and the government. Railway officials held a meeting here late 
today to go over the tentative agreement that was reached a few 
days ago between their committee and government officials. 

American Woolen company, it is anderstood from reliable Boston 
circles, is now operating at 95 per cent of capacity. From the same 
sources it was learned that Endicott, Johnson which had capacity 
for 80,000 pairs of shoes last year, a very large increase over the 
prewar figures, is now turning out 100,000 pairs of shoes. The orders 
being filled are for cheap shoes, that is, compared with the prices 
received this time last year and before that, 

Railroad Bad Order Cars, 

Baldwin was strong on today’s figures showing that on July 1 the 
number of bad order cars of the railroads was 354,611, or 15.4 per cent 
of all the cars owned This compares with 345,000 on June 15, and 
341,000 on June 1. With the railroads already considering embar- 
goes to relieve grain congestion it will not be long before the idle 
car surplus wlll disappear and then there will be a rush to repair 
the bad order cars and locomotives now on hand. 

Washington advices state that congress is planning to put a 25 
per cent tax on. Pullman fares on the grounds tHat such service is

The Richmond governor also re- 
plies to charges preferred by a 
South Carolina cotton mill exetu- 
tive that the credit policies of the 
federal reserve banks were the di- 
réct cause of the deflation of prices 
of agricultural policies. 

“The reply is in effect a history 
ef the federal reserve’s position 
during the greatest financial revo- 
lution in the history of the world,” 
Mr. McCord said, in commenting 
upon the letter. “It is ‘a clear-cut, 
truthful and concise explanation of 
the policies of the reserve system 


and is one of the most logical and 


fhteresting documents I have ever 
Dead.” 
prOther bankers who read the docu- 
ment concurred in the opinion of 
Mr. McCord and declared that the 
document would go far toward the 
qmaking of world financial]  his- 
. tery. 

«“In my humble judgment,” wrote 
the mill executive after describing 
financial conditions as he saw them, 
‘“oonfidence can only be restored 
and the present conditions reme- 
died, by an immediate reversal of 
the policy which created them. A

make up that composite viewpoint 
which alone can truly depict condi- 
tions as reflected by actual physi- 
cal cincumstances and the mental 
attitude of the people of a iocali- 
ty or district. 
TAKES UP 
“DEFLATION.” 
“T am going to take the liber- 
ty of analyzing and commenting 
upon several of your statements, 
in the hope that it may be profit- 
able to both of us. First, you state 
that ‘the purchasing and debt-pay- 
ing power of a large portion of our 
opulation has absolutely been de- 
Hroyed as the result of the defla- 
tion policy of tHe federal reserve 
8s stem.’ 
By this I assume that the crodit 
licy or practice of the federal 
erve banks has been the direct 
cause of the ‘deflation’ or decline 
in the prices of commodities, par- 
ticularly of agricultural commod- 
-fthes. Of ceurse, it must be ad-

greater than was supposed, and 
greater than their incomes would 
enable them to purchase at the 
prices exacted. A very large pro- 
portion of the world had little 
or no income with which to pur- 
chas> anything, even the bare ne- 
ceSsities of life, and hundreds of 
millions of dollars were contribut- 
ed by charity in this country to 
meet the needs of such people. 


Defends Rates. F 


“Surely no man can contend, with 
any show of reason that thes:3 
things were brought about by the 
policy of the federal.reserve sys- 
te... and by interest rates estab- 
lished by federal res2rve banks, 
which rates at no time were really 
very high, and which were never 
as high as the rates charged by pri- 
vate owners of capital. 

“In one paragraph of your katter 
you state that ‘the policy has, of 
course, resulted in forcing down 
prices of agricultural products, This 
hag always been the case follow- 
ing great wars, in which we always 
have great inflation.’ 

“In another paragraph of your 
letter you say that ‘we had eigh- 
teen months of prosperity and busi- 
ness activity following the cessa- 
tion of hostilities, and the present 
distressing financial conditions, 
therefore, are certainly not the nat- 
ural aftermath of-the world war, 
but the result of the deflation poli- 
cy as outlined abov3.’ 

“There seems to be an Iinconsist- 
ency and even a contradition be- 
tween these statements. It was 
during the period of ‘16 months of 
prosperity and business activity’ to 
which you allude that the extraor- 
dinary expansion or inflation of 
bank credit took place, until it 
reached a dangerous point beyond 
which it could not have gone much 
further without an inevitable, sud- 
den and violent collapse. 

“It was during this period of 
what you call ‘prosperity’ that the 
production of cOmmodities, and par- 
ticulatly manufactgred products of 
a peace-time nature, was stimulated 
and competition in the purchase of 
such commodities, under the culti- 
vated belief that they would geo still 
higher, resulted in rapidly rising 
prices requiring more and yet more 
credit to finance transactions. Mure-~ 
over, this should be taken into ac- 
count, and it is an extremely im- 
portant factor in considering bus- 
iness activity and the course of 
prices during the .period te which 
you refer. After the armistice there 
remained about 8§2,;500,000,000 of 
loans to foreign countries unex- 
pended and available, and our large 
exports to Europe in 1919 were paid 
for wery largely out of this fund, 
provided by the people in this coun- 
try through treasury loans, That 
situation in itself would have served 
to keep business active for a time. 

“For the full period of a year, 
the attention of the whole country 
was called to thase conditions and 
the inevitable consequences. Rates 
of discount at federal reserve banks 
were gradually raised, and warn- 
ings were given people to exercise 
ostraint in the use of credit. But 
notwithstanding these warnings 
and increases of the discount rate, 
many writers who should have 
known better bitterly scored what 
they t2rmed restrictions of credit 
when, as a matter of fact, credit 
was being continuously expanded. 
During the most violent stages of 
price adjustment, credit was being 
expanded, not contracted. Nobody 
would heed the warnings. The in- 
dividual banks ths country over 
lent out all of their reserves—every 
dollar and more, too—and borrowed 
from federal reserve banks to re- 
create or replace their reserves. It 
did not take long to discover that 
credit obtained against commodi- 
ties and goods at high prices was 
being used to hold them off the 
market and create a belief in scar- 
city and force2 up the price. When 
this became well understood, the 
game was uP. 


European Conditions. 


“You further states that ‘millions 
of people in Europe and Asia who 
own lands, forests, mines and fac- 
tories and who are industrious peo- 
Ple are in déSperate need of raw 
products, while on our side, as a 
result of this policy, we are being 
smothered by the very products 
which they are needing 80 badly. 
We are suffering not from overpro- 
tf but from under-consump- 

on.’ 

“Can anyone explain how these 
millions of peoples in Europe and 
‘Asia who own lands, forests. mines 
and factories can use them in pay- 
ing you for your raw products? 
Raw products are not usually paid 
for in any such way. The best 
thought of this country has been 
vainly searching for @ way by 
which the people who have no liquid 
capital and little credit can buy our 
goods and by whicn we can safely 
sell them our goods under such con- 
ditions. 

“What has been done already in 
the way of granting them credit? 
Your statzment appears to imply 
‘that there is some easy way of 


continuing it, and even that the 
federal reserve system has the pow- 


but I am infa@rmed by very compe- 
tent authorit that comparatively 
little business has been done under 
that guarantee, because the Eng- 
lish merchants are unwilling to as- 
Sume the balance of 15 per cent of 
the risk, and have found that the 
people have nothing available as 
a basis of credit and that they 
cannot safely extend credit.. As to 
‘underconsumption,’ it has always, 
everywhere, been demonstrated that 
people under stress of circumstances 
can and will govern their consum- 
ing capacity, and that without ma- 
terial distress. The difference be- 
tween extravagant and frugal con- 
sumption in this country alone, is 
sufficient to bring about temporae- 
ry depression. Is the federal re- 
serve system to blame for these 
conditions? 
“You say: Unless these condi- 
tions are relleved through a lower- 
ing of the rediscount rate to, say, 
4 per cent on bonds and 4% on 
agvicultural and commercial paper, 
through a renewal of agricultural 
loang until markets,can be opened 
and confidence restored, and 
through more liberal exteneion of 
credits, conditions will grow steadi- 
ly worse and a large portion of the 
agricultural section of the nation 
will face universal bankruptcy.’ 
“Loans are being constantly re- 
newed. In your state, particularly, 
there has been practically no liqui- 
dgtion for a year. am wonder- 
ing what you meam by a more lib- 
eral extension of credits. There are 
99 member banks in South Caro- 
lina, 91 of which are borrowing 
from us. (The eight banks whith 
are not borrowing, amount to a 
small eum in resources.) This bank 
is lending those 91 banks 308 per 
cent of the amount which they con- 
tribute to the lending power of 
the federal reserve system. This 
is between five and six times the 
amount of the reserve deposits of 
those banks in the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Richmond. Take the two 
member banks in your city by way 
of illustration: We are lending’ to. 
these two banks ten times the 
amount of their reserve deposits, 
Would you contend for a more lib- 
eral grant of credit than this? In 
come cases in South Carolina—prin- 
cipatly, the cases of emall banks— 
wea lending ten to fifteen times 
the am@unt contributed by those 
banks to the lending power of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Richmond. 
We are lending to the banks of 
North and Sdbuth Carolina $47,000.,- 
000, which is practically one-half 
of the largest amount ever bor- 
rowed at Any one time by the na- 
tional banks of the country prior to 
1913, or before the establishment 
of the federal reserve system. Be 
sides, the member banke of .your 
state are borrowing befween six 
and seven million dollars from oth- 
er banks, which get the funds from 
the federal reserve system. 
Farmer Credit. 

“We often hear that the farmers 
cannot obtain credit from their lo- 
cal banks. Wihat is the reason 
when the Federal Reserve bank is 
lending its member banks so free- 
ly? As I have stated, the reserve 
bank is lending to some of these 
banks beyond all reason, and to 
all of them with the utmost liber- 
ality consistent with prudence. If, 
then, the banks, notwithstanding, 
are not in a position to lend to 
thelr agricultural customers ase may 
be needed, it is due to one of two 
causes: First, a lack of capital 
in the community; or, second, to, 
the management of the banks in 
placing their loans. In a-very large 
number of cases, the banks have so 
loaned thelr funds that they have 
become tied up and they can do no 
more than renew the loans time 
afer time. We, of course, have 
access to the statements of all 
member banks, and I feel that I 
am wholly justified in making the 
statement that the inability of 
banks to make temporary loans is 
due to the fact that they have so 
managed their funds as to allow 
them to become tied up. Some- 
times the causes of thie are beyond 
their control; but far more often 
indeed, due to the nature of the 
loans themselves. The experience 
of banking everywhere is that there 
is danger in heavy borrowing by 
banks, and the safety of the na- 
tional system was founded upon 
two principles. First, that no bank 
should become liable in an amount 
greater than its capital stock; and, 
second, in the limitation that was 
placed by the law upon the amount 
which a national bank could lend 
to one borrower. 

“This week I participated in a 
conference with cotton men from 
the far south, or men interested in 
the cotton business,. some of them 
bankers. One of them etated that 
he was lending to his cotton bor- 
‘rowers all that he was willing to 
lend, which illustrates the principle 
which I 


enunciated above. 
These men .appeared to have no 
delusion as to the causes of the 
that they, and many others whom 
they knew, more than a year ago 
when many people were advocating 
the holding of cotton for 40 cents.

row in order to lend at a profit 
has been everywhere, at all times 
recognized to be an unsound prac- 
tice. No bank can absolutely con- 
trol the use of funds which it lends. 
Particularly is this true in the cases 
of large cities and large banking 
institutions. In my judgment, te 
lower the intérest rate to any such 
figures as you specify would not 
only be responsible for a false iden 
as to the abundance of capital, but 
would result in stimulating the use 
of liquid capital in directions in 
which by no means it ought to ro 
under existing conditions, and would 
make the situation ,worse instead 
of better. 

“As for this bank, it is iending 
aa liberally to its member banks— 
particularly in South Carolina—as 
any borrowers have the right to 
expect, and further “liberal exten- 
sion of credits’ in such cases could 
not possibly be allowed. with pru- 
dence., When either banke or indi- 
viduals are already borrowing more 
than their equitable proportion of 
available funds, and in many cases 
beyond the limits dictated by ex- 
perience, prudence and safety, how 
can there be talk of still more lib- 
eral extension of credits? The trou- 
bie lies deeper than this, and it can 
only be cured by time and the re- 
accumulation of capital by the slow 
process of saving and the discharge 
of debtsz by the products of labor. 
There is no universal remedy, nor 
in there any specific cause for the 
declines of which you complain, but 
rather a cnuse complicated by and 
embracing the operations of all nat- 
ural and economic laws.”

FIGHT FOR HIGHER 
RAIL RATE OPENS 


Washington, July. 20.—Repre- 
sentative of railroads in the Mis- 
sissippi valley today defended be- 
fore the interstate commerce com- 
mission theic proposal to increase 
freight rates at points on the Mis- 
sissippi, Ohio and Missouri ‘river 
and on the gulf, where rates have 
been depressed to meet water com- 
petition, while speakers for the 
southwestern and southeastern lines, 
supporting the proposed increases, 
endeavored to slow that any re- 
adjustment of rates in the valley 
would also greatly affect their rev- 
enues. Also southeastern roads held 
that any revision in the western 
territory would effect traffic 
through the southeast. 

Roads of the southwest present- 
ed data, tending to show that they 
would be shut off from participat- 
ing in traffic to the valley if rates 
were not raised, or, if they are nct 
permitted to meet the rates and at 
the same time to charge higher 
rates at intermediate points on 
their limes than they charge on 
the longer haul into the valley. 
Much of their business, their rep- 
resentatives said, is hauled through 
the southwest into the valley, and 
if they are made to reduce their 
rates to their intermediate points 
proportinately to low rates in the 
Valley they would be forced into 
bankruptcy. 

A. P. Humburg, for the Missis- 
sippi valley lines; C. D,. Drayton, 
for the gouthwestern lines, and W. 
N. McGhee, for the Southern rail- 
way and southeastern lines, present 
arguments today. Representatives 
of more than 1,000 protesting eship- 
pers, associations, state commis- 
sions and cities, are expected to 
begin their arguments tomorrow. 

The proposed readjustments re- 
sulted from an order of the com- 
mission to remove differences in 
rates in favor of points situated on 
the Mississippi, Ohio and Missouri 
rivers, and the Gulf of Mexico, 
which enjoy depressed rates on ac- 
count of water competition. The 
commission held that water compe- 
tition should no longer constitute a 
reason for these points having low- 
er rates than intermediate or inte- 
rior points. 

The carriers in their proposed re- 
adjustments in most cases increased 
the rates to the water points to 
levels in effect at interior points, 
on the ground that a removal of the 
differences by genéral lowering of 
the rates to intermediate points 
would reduce their revenues, al- 
though they contend that in many 
instances the latter rates are re- 
duced,
